architecture in the United 
States now has taken advan­ 
tage of a program of scholar­ 
ships granted to architectural 
students by the Tile Council of 
America, trade association of 
lading domestic ceramic tile 
manufacturers.

Eight additional schools were 
granted scholarships last week, 
boosting the total to 50 schools 
covered.

Action

Mary Jones liked to walk to 
the shopping center (our 
blocks away except for cross- 
Ing a six lane divided boule­ 
vard. She crossed where there 
were crosswalks, but no sig­ 
nals.

One one of her trips she 
made her usual crossing, and 
made it to the center dividing
 trip. Just as she started to 
cross the remaining lanes, she 
saw an on-coming car heading 
toward her. Sudcnly stepping 
back into the traffic behind 
her. she was hit by Sam 
Smith's car. though Sam tried 
hard to miss her.

SIIE SUED SAM for Injuries; 
The law calls upon drivers,
 he said, to yield the right of 
way to anyone in a marked 
crosswalk.

The law docs not expect 
driver to foresee a walker's 
sudden and unexpected move­ 
ment; and so. Mary had no 
claim against Sam.

There are limes when the 
law expects you to anticipate 
eratic actions such as a young 
child or an elderly person 
might make. If an accident 
occurs under such circum 
stances liability may be im 
posed.

Even if a driver Is at fault 
the injured person cannot hold 
him responsible unless he him 
self Is free from "contribu 
tory negligence." The pcdcs- 
tian's sudden change of dir 
ection may help to bring abou 
his own Injury. If so his "con 
tributory negligence" will ba 
him from any damages.

AS A RULE, a child under 6 
cannot be contributory neg 
ligcnt. If you should hurt Inn 
in an accident as a result o 
your negligence, his conduc 
cannot be used to relieve yor 
of responsibility.

Your violation of a child1 
right of way as in a cross­ 
walk  is usually enough t 
make you financially liable 
Such violation of the law whe 
it causes an accident, is usu 
 liy "negligence per se, 
meaning negligence in and o 
itself, witliout need of proo 
of other negligent conduct.

But strange as it may seen 
at first, failure to break Ui 
law may sometimes make yo 
liable. Thus suppose someon 
stepped backwards or stun 
bled whle crossing the stree 

YOU MAY have the lega 
duty to swerve and cross 
double line to avoid the act 
dent. Here, to be liable, a dri'

I

er must have had * chance I 
avoid the accident or the in 
Jury. Thus, where a person 
running across a rainy street 
darted in front of a car so 
fast that the driver could not 
see him, the driver was not 
liable for the pedestrian's in­ 
juries. 

No pedestrian has a right to 
assume that in a rainstorm all 
drivers could see him in time 
to yield Lbe right of way.
